teripr. The Western Texan, published at San 
Antonio, continues to complain of Indian out- 
rages, and has accounts of several petty de- 
predations lately committed by the savages, 
whose principal aim seems to be to carry off 
horses and mules from the whites. 


The San Antonio Texan contains a revolt- 


ing account of some runaway negroes who 
were recently captured at the Limpio spring, 
by some gentlemen returning to Snn Antonio 
from El Paso. There had been three of the 
negroes, but two of whom -were found alive, 
as thej had murdered the other some days 
previous to their capture, for food, being re- 
duced to the point of starvation. The survi- 
vors stated that all three belonged to Mr. 
Charles Owen near Holly Springs, Mississip- 
pi, from whom they escaped more than a year 
apo. Tbe two captured gave their names as 
Henry and Melinda, and the name of the one 
killed as Morgan. The Texan saya: 


They had been entirely without food for ten 


days, and been forced, (to save themselves 
from actual starvation,) to kill their compa- 
nion, which act they had perpetrated on the 
morning of the day on which they were dis- 
covered. They hud stripped his bones of ev- 
ery particle of meat which could be obtained, 
and after having satisfied their hunger with 
this revolting food, were, (when captured,) 
in the act of broiling and preparing the re- 
mainder, to serve them in their onward march 
towards Mexico. 
Without doubt, they would 


have perished, had they not been discovered; 
at the time, they were still two hundred 
miles from tho Rio Grande, without any 
means of killing game, and in a most emacia- 
ted condition. 
They were all young negroes, 


apparently not more than 22 years old. 


After striking the El Paso road, they de- 


rived what sustenance they could from the 
hides of oxen, which had died and been left 
on the road by the several trains which have 
heretofore made that trip. Finding that it 
was impossible to support life in that manner, 
they conversed serveral times upon the 
pro- 


pi icty of drawing lots for their lives, to see 
who should be sacrificed tojsupport the other 
two. 
This project, however, wns assented 


to; the boy Morgan (who was killed) then 
threatened to make sure of the first op- 
portunity, nnd kill Henry unawares. Henry 
however proved to be more more cautious ol 
the two, and avaing himself of tho first op- 
portunity when Morgan was asleep, he cut 
his throat nnd made use of the body as is 
above described. 


EARLY TIMKS IN WISCONSIN.—We ob-

thority of the United States, within the limits 
of this state, were made by Gov. Cass, ol 
Michigan, MB follows: 


For Brown county, Oct. 27,1818, Matthew 


Irwin, Chief Justice, Commissioner, and Judge 
of Piobate ; Charles Reauine, Associate Jus- 
tice and Justice of the Peace; John Bowyer, 
commissioner; Robert Irwiu, Jr., clerk ; Geo. 
Johnston, Sheriff. 


For Crawford rounty, same date: Nicholas 


Bolvin, George W. Johnston, Justices of the 
Peace. 


The first term of the United States circuit 


court for Brown county, was held Oct. 4, 
1824—James D. Doty, Judge, at which term 
Henry S. Baird was admitted an attorney. 


The population of the state in 1825, is esti- 


mated at from 700 to 750. 


In 1827 the settlement of the country south 


of the Wisconsin river commenced, and in 
1829 the county of Iowa was taken from Craw- 
ford, and organized by the appointment of 
Henry Dodge, chief justice; William S. Ham- 
ilton, associate; James Morrison, George W. 
Jones, and others Justices of the Peace; and 
Ebenezor Brigham, surveyor, &c. 


The census of 1834 exhibited a total popu- 


lation of 4,795. 


In 1816, 
the first child was born in the 


state, of unmixed blood, a daughter of Mat- 
thew Irwin, U. S. factor, 


Tho first newspaper published in the state 


was the "Green Bay Intelligencer," by J. V. 
Suydam and Albert G. Ellis; the first num- 
ber was issued December 11,1833.—Madison 
Argus.
